YASSER ARAFAT 
pile the Greek liner Atlantis 
earlier this week for yet another ex- 
ile, this time apparently in Tunisia, 
headquarters of the Arab Lengue, 
he brought to a close a crucial 
chapter in the brief but bloudy 
history of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. Some believe it may 
even have been the final one, ὁ 

Those sharing the latter view will 
undoubtedly have taken con- 
siderable pleasure in the irony that 
the vessel which carried Arafat into 
exile wes named for Plato's legen- 
dary island which, after 4 bricf 
period of glory, sank beneath the 
ocean never to be seen again. Later 
philosophers have identified 
Atlantis. with, among other places, 
Palestine. 

Others would be less willing to 
take the symbolism quite so far, and 
would argue that while the PLO as 
an organization may have suffered a 
crushing defeat in Lebanon, its goal 
of Palestinian statehood will con- 
tinue to survive. 

All would agree, however, that its 
dispersal among eight widely 
separated Arab states has left the 
PLO a very different organization 
from that which, over the past 
decade, conducted a more or less 
concerted political-military cam- 
paign in pursuit of that goal from 
what amounted to a Palestinian 
mini-state in Southern Lebanon. 


THE MOMENT it was brutilly 
ousted from Jordan in 1970 in what 
came to be called Black September, 
the PLO started systematically 
building up a territorial power base 
in Lebanon, 

. At first it concentrated mainly on 
the large refugee .cumps in the 
south, rekindling the all but deud 
spark of Palestinian nutionulism 
anong the refugees and winning 
almost universal support 
through the generous distribution of 
the vast sums it received from is 
ailtich Arab sponsors in the Gull. 

By the time Isracl invaded 
Southern Lebanon ut the beginning 
of June, the camps had come to 
constitute what was, to all intents 
and purposes, a Patestinian welfure 
state, completely controlled by the 
PLO, which provided the refugees 
fot Only with their livelihoods but 
also with a whole ringe of cam- 
Plelely free public services, 

‘Afler the breakdown of central 
authority in Lebanon following the 
197976 civil war, the PLO set about 
extending its control beyond the 
camps, over Southern Lebungn as it 
whole. ft did this mainly through the 


“tuthless, sometimes brutal, use ut 


Bun, But it also succeeded in es- 
lablishing its hold over several im- 
Portant sectors of the economy its 
Part of its bid to build up an in-

I. nc, Arafat wis able to 
force the whole of the PLO to 
hunour the ceuse-fire worked out in 
Suuth Lehanon in July last year — or 
at lest to honour its reading ol that 
agreement as applying only to acts 
of hostility werosy the Lebunese- 
Israeli border.

With the completion of the evacuation of the PLO 
from Beirut, Post Middle East Affairs Reporter 
DAVID BERNSTEIN considers the future of the 
dispersed organization and of its leader, Yasser Arafat. 


In Syria, where the largest group 
of PLO evacuees from Lebanon — 
some 2,500 — is now based, there 
are fewer than 300 Fatah members. 
And most of these are believed to 
he loyal not to Arafat, bul to his 
depuly and chief rival, the pro- 
Syrian Salah Khalaf (Abu fyad) who 
has also taken up residence in 
Damascus. : 

The rest of Fatah hus been widely 
dispersed — about 300 in Tunisia, 
60) in North Yemen, another 600 in 
South Yemen, 500 in the Sudan and 
a handful in Algeria. 


. THE MORE radical groups, on the 


other hand, those that have most 
resented the moderate path followed 
by Arafat and the mainstream Fatah 
in recent years, have been more 
heavily concentrated in a single 
stale —- Syria. Most of George 


. Habash's Popular Front for the 


Liberation of * Palestine (PFLP), 
some 300 men, are now in Syria. 
The same is true of Nuyef 
Hawatmeh’s Democratic Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine (DFLP), 
Ahmad Jibrit's PFLP-General Com- 
mend and Abu .Abbus' Popular 
Strugg\¢- Front.(PSF). 


This dispersion will have a fiar- 
reaching effect on the future 
development of the PLO, par- 
ticularly on Yasser Arafat's ability 
to mitintain his unchallenged 
leadership of the organization. 


THERE CAN BE little duubt that 
in the immediate future, the PLO 
will make every effort to maintain a 
junited front, rallying’ strongly 
behind Arafat, if for no other pur- 
pose than lo deny Israel the satisfuc- 
.tion of. being responsible for the 
break-up of the organization in ad- 
‘dition to its expulsion from 
‘Lebanon. ; 
Arafat has already served notice 
that he will persist with his 
diplomatic strategy, apparently 
deriving considerable encourage- 
ment from the efforts of Egypt. 
France und Saudi Arabia to salvage 
‘a political victory for the. PLO out 
of its military debacle. 


Should he make significant, tangi-_ 


ble, advanves in this direction — ἃ 
major prize would be: American 
srecognition of the PLO’s rate in a 
! Middle East settkemém in return, 
“perhaps, for its own readiness w 
οὐ recognize Israel ~ there is a 
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reasonable chance that he will re- 


tain his hegemony over the PLO, 


with the more radical groups agree- 
ing to swallow their ideologics for 
“tactical” reasons, 


Bui should he [ail 10 do so, and 


fairly rapidly, then the PLO is most 
likely to break up, with the radiculs 


pursuing un independent, militant 
course, probably resorting to the 
terror tactics of the late [960s und 


early 1970s, 


Here, however, the radicals might 


encounter some difficulties with 
their principal host, Syria. Although 


Damascus has promised the PLO 


“freedom of action,” there can be 


litthe doubt that their activities will, 
in fact, be severely controlled. In 
Particular, to judge by past ex- 
perience (the Golan Heights border 
has been effectively closed to PLO 
activily for several years) Syria is 
extremely unlikely lo permil its ter- 
ritory to be used as a base for opera- 
tions against targets inside Israel, - 
leaving itself open to the kind of 
tetaliatory raids that wrought such 
havoc in Lebanon. 

The radicals may, in the end, 
choose to leave Syria altogether, 


. more than likely opting for Libya, 


which has long been closely allied to 
these groups and would undoubted- 
ly not only give them greater 
freedom of action bul actually cn- 
courage them to attack targets in 
{srael, For the moment, Libya's 
Mu'ammur Gaddafi has refused τὸ 
host any PLO evacuees fromm Beirut 
to register his protest at their wil- 
lingness to ἀργὸς to the evacuation 
atall. His own counsel at the height 
of the siege was that the PLO should 
suund firm and fight te the last min. 
However, Gaddafi is uniikely to 
sulk on the sidelines for long, and 
will probably welcame the chance to 
serve ns the PLO's major sponsor in 
its struggle aguinst the Ziomst 
eneny, 


AS FOR ARAFAT, he is fikely to 
remain committed to the diplomatic 
path he has followed for the pust sis 
or seven years, more likely than not 
in concert with Saudi Arabia and 
other Arab moderites -- possibly 
including Egypt. The impressive 
diplomatic network the PLO his 
minngged to build up, with offices in 
over 1H) countries, ts still intact sind 
is almost exclusively manned by the 
Fatah, And his choice of unis, seat 
of the Arab League, ay his new base 
of Qperations is, in this context, 
significant. 

But there remains the very real 
danger that should diplomacy tuil τὸ 
yield“ any tangible resulls in the 
longer term, Arafat will tind himself 
forced further and further into the 
backwalers of Palestinian 
nationalism. The more dramatic, it 
more futile, lerror tucligs ot: the 
radicals are likely to seize hold uf 
the imaginations of the increasingly 
disillusioned Palestinian masses and 
undermine his claim to their ex- 
elusive leadership. 

In such an event, Arafat could 
well ga the wity of his predecessor. 
former PLO chairman Ahmad 
Shukeiry, whose commilment to a 
fruittess political course m the carly 
1960s paved the way fur his 
overthrow by the then mure militant 
Arafat. ᾿ 

Whether or aot the PLO’s σοι] of 
an independent state in al feast part. 
if not all, of Palestine has indeed 
suffered Atlantis’ fale. he PLO 
itself has clearly received a myer 
blow in Lehanon, and its chines at 
surviving as ἡ unified organization 
must be extremely remote. Just haw 
this will effect ifs -- or. rather, its 
constituent elements’ -- chances ἡ 
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THR CONVOYS of army trailers 
labouring up the narrow mountain 
roads tell dhe story even belore une 
has reached the Bekuu. Instead of 
tanks ar ainmunthon, they carry 
pre-cast comerete housing uruts.

It the eyes of the 
Christian minority in the valley are 
focused on Beirut, slogans on vij- 
Inge walls indicite that a percentage 
of the Moslems overtly sympathize 
with the Syrians and the Pulesti- 
hians. 

The valley is watered by the 
Litam river meandering down its 
centre and is green, but not lush. Ir- 
rigution methods are primitive und 
the villages loek poor, although 
French perfume and Japanese tran- 
sistors on the wooden shelves οἱ 
gloomy groceries and hardware 
stores indicate sume overspill of 
wealth fram the coastal plain. 
Women sit on balconies sifling the 
wheal harvested last month. 
Vineyards ure heavy with grapes. 

“Until two years ago, we were 
getling practically“ nothing lor the 
grapes,” says « resident of » Chris- 
tian village. “Then we began selling 
them to the Suudis, who tuok our 
whole crop at ἃ good prive.” 

What if Lebanon makes peace 
with Israel and the Saudis cut their 
connections with Lebanon?

WHY DO SOME people become 
criminals and others not? Is it 
nurture or nature, a malfunction in 
the brain or an unfortunate 
background? 5 

Criminologists have been asking 
those questions for the past 100 
years, since Cesare Lombroso, an 
Julian Jewish physician, came up 
with the theory that criminals have 
recognizable physical 
characteristics (shape of head, type 
of forehead, elc.) His theories were 
later disuredlted, and the reputation 
of the biological approach to 
criminology wasn’t helped when 
some of his more extreme followers 
suggested killing the criminals iden- 
tified by their methods. 

Psychology was the next area 
where the answer was sought, in- 
cluding psychoanalysis with its con- 
structs of id and superego. Today's 
‘criminologists say psychalogy is im- 
portant, but immediately move on 
to sociology, which is.the present 
fashionable approach. - 

“{ find it hard to explain the 
crime map of this country, or of 
other countries | know, in any but 
sociolugical terms,” said Professor 
Gerald Kromer of Bar-Ilan Univer- 
sity. “Otherwise, how can you ¢x- 
“plain thal you have more criminals 
in the Hatikva Quarter than in 
Ramat Aviv?" 

Kromer was trying to refute the 
theories of ἃ colleague who swims 
agninst the current tide. Professor 
Yisracl Nachshon, a neuro- 
psychologist by training and a 
member of the criminology depart- 
ment at Bar- Ilan, can't be said to 
have gone back to Lombroso's 
brand of biological criminology; but 
neither is he willing to sec 
criminology as a brunch of 
sociology. 

“Our techniques are more 
sophisticated than those of 


Lombroso's day, so we can get more - 


meaningful results,” he said, “I'm 
also not saying that all the answers 
are biological. I'm saying ‘that: 
biological factors have to .be. taken! 
into consideration." 

He cited an example fro psy- 
chopathological research on 
schizophrenia, At first, when it was 
found that children of 
schizophrenica. had a greater 
lendency to schizophrenia than 
others, the accepted theory was that 
the child ‘*‘learned’’ to be 
schizophrenic from his sick home 
-environment., However, when such 
children were adopted into. homes 
with no history of schizophrenia, 
‘they exhibited a significantly higher 
incidence of the disease than in the 
: general population. !

Anatomy 
of a crook 


The century-old debate about biological 
causes of crime has been revived by 

recent medical findings. The Post's LEA 
LEVAVI hears two sides of the story.

He tested them for teft lateral 
preference and found to his chagrin 
that none of them showcd more 
than the normal (10 per cent of the 
population) preference for the left 
hand or foot, In the violent criminal 
group, however, there was α definite 
preference for the left eye. 


“AT FIRST, I wasn’t going to 
publish my findings,” he said. “The 
literature in the past has consistent- 
ly said that eye preference doesn’t 
correlate with cerebral function. 
The lack of preference for the left 
hand and left foot in my study also 
bothered me.” 

He was invited to give a lecture at 
Northeastern University in Boston, 
and when he got there he ran into 
an opthalmologist from Jerusalem, 


- They naturally chatted, and 


Nachshon asked if the 
ophthalmologist had any theories of 
eye/brain relationships which would 
save his findings. The 
ophthalmologist regretted that he 
hadn't. * 

“Salvation came from an unex- 
pected source, an article about 
some electrophysiological experi- 
ments which could point to a 
relationship between eye 
preference and cerebral function. 
It’s only one experiment, but (’m 
willing to accept it as an indication 
that my findings may be 
meaningful." 

Once that hurdlé was cleared, the 
second one (lack of preference for 
left hands and left feet among his 
subjects) bothered Nachshon less. 

“| was studying a different pop- 
‘ulation and looking at different 
variables than the Californin study. 
They studied recidivists among 
white prisoners in Scandinavia; } 
studled the degree of violence of 
crimes ‘committed by blacks in 
Philadelphia, It's not surprising that 
we gol different results." 


HE EMPHASIZED again that his 
approach is integrative, including 
biological factors as part of the pic- 
Cure, not as the whole answer, 
"Let's go back for a second to the 
fesearch on psychopaths. It was 
found to be a good predictor of 
behaviour at high socio-economic 
levels, but nol at: tow ones. Why? 
Very simple, because at low socio- 
economic levels you don't have to 
be abnormal to indulge in criminal 
behaviour. It's the norm. At the 
same time, if we say ‘poverty and 
Jow social status cause crime’ that's 
not the whole picture, either, 
because not everyone from a poor 
neighbourhood becomes a criminal 
and not every offender commits 


life experiences which will kee 
their predisposition to violence 
from becoming a threat to Society," 

He said there are medical, ethical 
and legal implications to be con. 
sidered here. For example, there 
are some drugs which work dif- 
ferently on the two hemispheres of 
the brain. Should such drugs be ad- 
ministered to criminuls or-to poten- 
tial criminals to control their violent 
tendencies? Would conclusive 
findings of brain dysfunction affect 
an offender’s responsibility for his 
actions? Would he be sent to αὶ 
hospital instead of a prison? 

“On this last point, 1 can only 
quote what former Supreme Court 
Justice Haim Cohn suid in the late 
‘60s when he addressed a sym- 
posium on the XYY chromosome 
theory, which at that time was sup- 
posed to explain violence, but has 
since been refuted. He said that it 
was all very interesting, but that it 
had nothing to do with judges, 
whose job was to protect society 
and who therefore had to assume 
that adults were responsible for 
their actions. 


ASKED TO EXPLAIN why he op- 
poses Prof. Nachshon's views, Dr. 
Kromer said it is partly because he 


is asking the right questions but 


coming up with the wrong answers, 
partly that the questions themselves 
are wrong, ‘ 

As an example of the former he 
gave ‘Nachshon’s question about 
why there are more criminals in 
slums than in good neighbourhoods;

The twa women had much in 
common, although Bergman was an 
apolitical artist who voted only once 
in her life und Meir a politician 
who, from the time she became 
foreign minister in 1956, did not go 
to the cinema more than twice, 

Like Meir, Bergman was # 
workaholic, obsessed with her call- 
ing and never comfortable for long 
in the role of housewife. Like Meir, 
Bergman initially married 8 man 
whe could not, or would net, adjust 
to her independence and eventually 
left him, Like Meir, Bergman loved 
her children deeply. suffered ter- 
ribly when separated from them, 
and could not bring herself to 
rnise them conventionally. 

Neither woman worked in her 
native fanguage, or lived in her 
native country. Both were highly 
successful international per- 
sonalities wito wrote 
autobiographies to set the record 
straight. And both suffered from 
cancer, but refused to let the dis 
ease turn them into invalids.

The Queen Elisabeth com- 
petition has now established a routine 
whereby violin, piano and composi- 
tion allernate for three years, and 
nothing happens in the fourth. This 
gives everybody involved a chance 
to recover from the tremendous 
contest pressure. 

In every international music con- 
test, there are good years and lean 
years. For an outstanding example 
of the former, consider the results 
of Warsaw's Wienawski Violin 
Competition in 1935: the firat prize 
was won by Ginette Neveu, the se- 
cond by David Oistrakh, the third 
by Henry Temianka, the seventh by 
Ida Haendel and the ninth by 
Bronislaw Gimpel. 

Now let us return to our 
own country and the triennial Inter- 
national Harp Contest, to be held at 
the Jerusalem YMCA from Monday 
September 6 to Monday September 
12 inclusive. [t will start with a 
festive concert which, like all the 
other events, will be open to the 
public, The first stage will be com- 
pleted on Wednesday, the second 
on Friday, and the finalists will vie 
for the prizes on Monday.

orchestras and chamber ensembles 
in the U.S. and Canada, and 20 
bookings in concert halls and on 
radio in Europe. With Prof. Josef 
Gingold, one of the outstanding 
violinists and teachers of the older 
generation (he was born in 1909 in 

Brest-Litowsk), a3 honorary 
chairman and president of the jury, 
and an illustrious jury (among them 
Miriam Fried), the new compelition 
has eroused wide interest in the in- 
ternational community of artists, 
and 56 applicants from 20 countries 
were accepted from some 120 
registrations. ἢ

Certainly there was some 
gibberish in the sound. However, 
the two dances, both studies in 
solitude, were beautifully per- 
formed by Naharin himself and Ka- 
jiwara and had impressive design — 
especially where Naharin, joining 
his hands, stepped through his own 
“ring,” then teetered on an 
imaginary tightrope while Kajiwara 
appeared at the other side of the 
stage also on the “tightrope.” Just 
when it looked as if these two might 


abruptly — perhaps through 
premature light-cut — or maybe un- 
finished choreographic business? 

Naharin’s Haru No’ Umi looked 
less lyrical than when first staged 
some time ago, more varied in mo- 
tion and emotion than in the recent 
morning performance: stronger, 
more exploratory, more playful — 
and finally more tender. 

The other four works — all solos 
and all previously reviewed in these 
columns — proved that a 
choreographer, when he dances his 
own works, can freshen them each 
time, Nahariti's Pas-de-Peps! seemed 
enlarged with extra moves, leaps, 
mood changes, his. Jn Common 
faster but less frantic. In Billy Sigen- 
field's Rehearsal (or “Alt the Things 
You Are") he made the ending 
more wistful. Gina Bantz'’s Letter 
Temained an essay in post- 
modernism, aiming at.new moves 
without showing much reason for it,

would only have to pick them up on 
the morning of the drift, At one time, 
Tnuva made these for sale, and had 
they still done so, I would have con- 
sidered buying them from the out- 
set.

The hors d'oeuvres consisted of 
tiny rounds of bread, cut from long, 
thin baguettes’ cach with a little 
swirl of cheese on it, and decorated

THERE IS something perverse in 
the admiration expressed by Old 
World decadents for New World 
decadence, as reflected in Tules of 
Ordinary Madness, the award- 
winning Italian movie dirceted by 
Marco (La Grande Bouffe) Ferreri 
and based.on the writings of Charles 
Bukovsky. Ἄ 

At one time, Americans used to 

down on their knees to praise 
and adore European sophistication, 
tothe point where they actually suf- 
fered from severe inferiority fecl- 
ings every time they encountered a 
representative of this civilization. It 
was like youth bowing respectfully 
at the altar of age and wisdom. 

What this age and wisdom have 
achieved, we all know. And 
probably out of a sense of its own 
failure, Europe has now reversed 
the process and is looking up to the 
decadence of the New World as if it 
were some kind of magic. 


Bukovsky, one of the last sur- 
vivors of the San Francisco hippy 
revolution, is a kind of outdated 
Jack Kerouac who persists in doing 
his thing in a world that seems to ac- 
cept him more than he is prepared 
to be accepted. A spiritual child of 
Henry Miller who has been affected 
by the self-destructive madmen of 
Wiliam Borroughs, Bukovsky is α 
typical American product. He may 
have been born in Germany, but 
then all Americans, except the In- 
dians, have their roots clsewhere. 

His desperate search for the es- 
sence of human experience requires 
8 total rejection of the civilized 
world as it is and a return to the 
source, to basics. And then, once 
the body has been completcly 
defiled and the economic and psy- 
chological systems of the 20th cen- 
tury have been thrown out of the 
window, man can re-establish con- 
tact with his nature and his real, ar- 
tlic, creative nature will surge 
forward, . 

:For Bukovsky, life and art are 
one and the same — they cannot cx- 
11. separately, and the filth, the 
alcohol, the misery and self- 
destruction are absolutely necessary

FERRER, on the other hand, has a 
point of view which in some ways is

sexual quirks that will scandalize 
many, and a strangely static plot

- Naturally, given his predilection 
for predatory females, Ferreri makes 
quite a lot out of a sequence 
about an unsatiated blonde (Susan 
Tyrell at her most neurotic) who 
altracts Serking to her homie, prac- 
tically rapes him and then calls the 
police to throw him in jail for im- 
proper conduct. And since Ferreri 
is a gifted director who knows how 
to use his camera and to suggest 
emotions without saying a word, 
this sequence sparkles with cynical 
sarcasm, stressing once more his 
thesia that man is merely a helpless 
slave to the beast in him, and maybe 
it is time that everyone recognized 
it. 

The same savagely ironic grin 
reappears when Serking ls Invited 
by a New York editor to join his 
stable of wrilers and finds himself in 
a large corridor with small cubicles, 
each of which has a table, a 
typewriter, a large supply of paper, 
and a busy little writer-bee produc- 
ing honey for the publisher, working 
himself silly, Assembly-line art. 


OTHER SEQUENCES have an 
eerie feeling of truth. For instance, 
the opening scene shows Serking on 


the stage of a half empty 
auditorlum, participating in a 
poetry evening — this is reminiscent 
of the poctry festival that took place 
near Rome three years ogo; it was 
attended by some of Bukovsky’s 
kindred souls and immortalized in 
an ironic documentary entitled 
Castelporziano, Ostia Dei Poet! One 
wonders whether Ferreri saw it 


before he shot his film. 


Throughout the movie it is clear 
that Ferreri knows exactly what he 
is doing, that he is controlling the 
moody atmosphere, inducing parox- 
ysms, stressing decadence and 
destruction, and that his talent for 
establishing ambience through 
choice of location, faces and un- 
uaual camera angles is as efficient as 


ever.

Ben Gazzara doesn’t really help 
here, as his acting reflects the 
stupor more than the reasons that 
induce it.

SOMETIME between Lady 


Winder mere’s: Fan and The Inipor- 
tance of Being Earnest Oscar Wilde 
wrote Salome in French. One of the 
great wits of the English and the 
world stage, and luter to prove a 
great poet too, he must either have 
fell the need for a little jew d'ésprit, 
whiling away a few playful hours, 
os, perhaps, a need to get rid of 
some of the puerility still left over 
from The Picture uf Dorian Gray. 

It became, quite unjustifiably, 
his most famous play, and has 
always been loved by the kind of 
people who admire Dorian Gray. 

The style is a tiring imitation of 
the Sang of Solomon, and of some of 
the decadent writers of Wilde's 
generation; full of sentimental and 
hysterical outbreaks, and 
sometimes beautiful. The beauty 
was later to be enhanced by 
Richard Strauss’ opera. 

The story is well known, and was 
treated in the 19th century by 
weiters like Heine, Flaubert, Mal- 
larmé. From Heine Wilde took the 
new story line of young Salome's 
love for Yohanan Gohn the Bap- 
list), whose denth she causes after 
having been rejected by him. 

The story ia monstrous, crucl, 

voluptuous, lascivious (Heine made 
fun of it). 11 is part of a prevailing 
motive in romantic literature and 
utt; the cruelly of beauty, the 
fatality of lust, the viclimizing of 
men by devouring women who then 
become victims themselves, 
Never has the war of the sexes 
been fought so ferociously as in 
thase poems, novels, plays and 
operas, 

To mention only a few works: 
Bizet's Carmei, Saint-Seans* 
Samson and Deilliah, Wedekind's

and Alban Berg's Lulu, and Wilde's 
and Richard Strauss’ Salome. 

All of them derive their main im- 
pact from music, in all of them the 
Solo dunce of the fatal woman is the 
main instrument of seduction; and 
the most famous of them is the 
Dance of the Seven Veils in Salome. 

Without the music the play must 
be staged poetically, and superbly 
acled; Salome must develop from a 
naive, virginal girl full of vague 
longings, into the seductress who 


ruins men and -herself. 


NONE OF this is to be found in the 
Habimah production, as directed by 
Michael Gurevitz, Here everything 
is pretentiousness without poetic or 
psychological substance. The acting 
is hollow, the text trivialized, the 
stage business uninteresting or em- 
barrassing. ν᾽ 

True, when we come into the 


Small Hall we see, partly buill and- 


partly suggested, an ancient palace 
with ramparts and a dungeon, a 
large terrace and many many steps. 
(Settings by Moshe Sternfeld.) 

But this just makes for a lot of 
rushing up and down. Joanna Peled 
tries to portray a very young girl, 
somewhat dreamy and full of expec- 
tations for important things to come 
into her life. ts 


But what we get from her is a 
constant whining and chirping tone, 
suggesting a 12-year-old girl in a 
very bad mood, and some wander- 
ing about, with never a change in 
mien or voice, 

It is unimaginable that the men 
about her could have fallen in love 
with her, or even hated her. A good 
spanking seems more approprinte. 
And what with the whine, the 
screeching of her mother Herodias 
(Rivkah Gur), and the shouting of 
the men, the assault on one's nerves 
is grating. 

The central scene, the Dance of 
the Seven Veils, was done in an 
amateurish way, with non- 
melodious music, and some pieces 
of textile of an undefinable colour 
— it might perhaps be called the 
Dance of the Seven Shmaties. 

Misha Asherov as the Tetrarch 
Herod did not project the lechery 
he was supposed (o have felt; and’ 
his face, while watching the dance 
he wanted so much, was a study in 
indifference. He couldn't have en- 
joyed it much either; but he should 
at least have looked the part. 

This production is as bad as they 
come; one and a half hours of it Is 
not (tao short. 

FOR SOME time now, Children of 
the City has been shown at the Beil 
Leissin theatre and club in Tel Aviv. 
[κι is part of a rich repertoire 
mounted by Ya’acov Agmon. The 
show is pure entertainment, with a 
very slight pinch of the salt of social 
and ethnic consciousness thrown in. 

The subject is the Yemenites, and 
especially the Kerem Hateimanim 
(the Vineyard) as it was a generation 
ago. Almost half of the songs come 
from the pen of Nathan Alterman, 
from the Thirties and the Forties; 


the rest are by Dan Al 
one or two others, and sation! 
recent. 

Dan Almagor also put the 
lext together and pe ‘ca 
Sadok Surfati as director, Eldad 
Shrem as composer and Ofranger of 
the music. These three are a sure. 
fire guarantee of enjoyable enter. 
tainment, both popular and in good 
laste, without false pretensions, 

They have done it again, There is 
no story, and no need for it: no 
realism, social or otherwise — just 4 
song and dance. 

People like me who remember 
with some nostalgia the time when 
the Keren was the heart of the city 
and the Yemenites were the darlings 
of the Yishuv, may find it somewhat 
Strange to hear the old, naive 
melodies jazzed up and discoed 
down; but the younger public is 
happy with it, and the tunes stay 
with: you. 

A rip-off like Almagor and 
Shrem's ''The King of the Cassettes 
of the Central Bus Station,” or 
“The Mixed Pair,” add spice to the 
evening in an innocent way, yet with 
some undertones of a clash of 
cultures. 5 

The actors, or rather the singers, 
are all professionals, and show it; 
they know how to move and how to 
sound, and are well choreographed 
— and besides, they are so nice, too. 
(Nissim Garname, Dina Golan, Edna 
Goren, Racheli Haim, Itzik Okey, 
Natanel Okey — all of them of 
Yemenite extraction, or nearly so. 

Racheli Haim is a stunning 
beauty. Yosi Ben-Ami designed the 
scenery and costumes: the impres 
sion of Tel Aviv, the big and 
anonymous city in which they 
move, is well done. a

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THE CONTRACT of three no- 
trump often requires special care. 
You may have nine winning tricks 
available, but distribution may be a 
trap. The opponents may find a suit 
which they can establish, or your 
own suit may be blocked, 

In the World Championship finals 
for the Bermuda Bow! last October 
between the U.S. (the winner) and 
Pakistan there were a number of 
deals by each side with a three no 
trump contract which was set. 
Below we examine why Pakistan, 
sitting North-South was set in three 
deals. In next week's column we'll 
look at three American defeats.

The noise in her class is 
overwhelming, and she explains that 
it is very difficult for her pupils to 
understand what she means when 
she asks for quiet. 

Adiva has incorporated music les- 
sons into her curriculum. Some of 
her pupils have even learned to play 
a simple melody on a xylophone. 
She explains that the headphones 
enable the children to hear 
something of the tune, and that 
producing the melody themselves 


-motivates them to listen more 


carefully, 

Thirteen-year-old Kifaya Abdul- 
lah from the village of Beit Nekofa 
came to Friedland before there 
were separate classes for Arab 
children, and has been integrated 
into Adiva’s Hebrew-speaking class, 
Kifaya's hearing is somewhat less 
impaired than her classmates’, so 
she can recite the words of 
Yonatan Hakatan, os she plays.it on a 
small organ. A larger organ, which 
emits richer tones and more power- 
ful vibrations, would help her to 
develop even more. 

According to Adiva, Hebrew is 
not the mother tongue of her pupils. 
That is, rather, the natural language 
of pantomime. The deft use of 
hands and facial expressions 
are well-developed skills which 
make them adept at pantomime. 
Her pupils take special pleasure in 
preparing and presenting skits. 

Two girls mime a bird in flight 
and a hunter who shoots it down. 
Then the whole class gels together 
for a parody of the TY public- . 
service messages about road safety. 
One boy does u perfect imitation of 
u bent old man hobbling across a 
strevt, leaning on u stick. This gives 
rise Lo much giggling; it is great fun 
to excel at something. 


BUT THE FUN is marred by u sud- 
den fist-fight which erupts, for no 
Apparent reason, between a girl and 
a boy. It is a reminder of tho 
behavioural disturbances which the 
teacher must constantly strive to 
keep under control. 

The teachers do find ways of al- 
lowing structured release of excess 
energy and frustration. Beating 
drums and banging on tambourines 
is one: Ya'acov Nidam, the physical 
education teacher, has another. He 
uses the facilities of the well- 
equipped gymnasium to help the 
children work off their tantrums 
while develgping theif motor func- 
tioning and getting satisfaction from 
their gymnastic accomplish ments. 

Some of the children have good 
motor coordination though they 
are intellectually retarded; their 
achievements in sporls give hem a 
strong sense of fulfilment. Others 
have motor difficulties, especially 
problems of balance; Ya'acov uses 
gymnastics to help them overcome 
these deficiencies. It is clearly a 
combination of patience, 
perseverance, ingenuily and love 
that helps Ya'acov maintain rapport 
with even his most difficult pupils, 
and spurs them on to achieve the 
maximum of which they are 
capable. as 

It is sobering to consider that the 
Fricdiand Scho! may be the only 
place where these children will ever 
have the opportunity of developing 


parents, many of whom are deaf 
themselves, do not have the training

Yeroham? Why is Yeroham, 
which surely hasn't been bedevilled 
by many meandering salvationists in 
its 2} chequered years, hosting a 
scourge unto the missionaries? Who 
is Rav Gelding? 

At his home in.the Negev, he 
turns out to be a genial man in his 
mid-40s. He is garbed from head to 
toe in black, but this is offset by red 
hair, o Jong red beard and twinkling 
blue eyes. The backyard structure 
he uses: as an office was built by 
himself and his wife, whose voice is 
unmistakably Welsh, His own 
speech echoes the English 
Midlands. 

As scourges go, Ruv Galding 
muat rank among the gentlest.

The first is that of a young 
girl who, while eating a sandwich 
and reading Psaims in a Jerusalem 
park, was handed a tract by 8 
friendly woman.

Golding has already received a. 
great deal of encouragement und 
some material support from within 
the Tora world. Yeshiva Aish 
Hatora has recently begun sending 
him a monthly stipend of around 
$200; yeshiva Dvar Yerushalayim 
has provided office space nnd some 
secretarial services, The established 
Jewish organization in the field, 
Pe'elim, hus just loaned him a new 
typewriter, 

“Pe'elim,” Golding commented, 
“keeps tabs on the problem, but 
they lack the experienced man- 
power to deal with it. In fact, they 
told me that I'm like a gift from 
heaven. You see, in all their years of 
experience, they can't recall anyone 
like me — not merely a Jew who's

returned from Christianity, but a 
Jew who's returned from an 
evangelical Christian mission to 
work against the missionary thrust.” 

In addition to his personal con- 
tacts with those in the missionary 
orbit, Rav Golding has given many 
lectures recently in Jerusalem 
yeshivot, 

“And finally," he said, “it ap- 
penrs that some people in the 
Education Ministry have begun to 
tuke the problem with the 
Seriousness it deserves. Some con- 
tucts [I've had have been most 
promising of real support to pursue 
this work.” 

Aside from making people aware 
of the problem through literature 
and talks, Rav Golding has engaged 
in dialogue with the Jews for Jesus 
‘on their turf." 

“ft don't believe in opposing them 


with violence as do some. Indeed, 
this usually proves counter-produc- 
live. Dialogue is much better. Since 
neurly all the missionary claims are 
hackneyed distortions of Bible 
texts, il isn't all that difficult to 
counter their claims. Sad to say, 
many Jews know the Bile so litile, 
they arc easy prey. 

Golding is now hoping for 
government support to establish 
training sessions for teams of young 
men und women who would then go 
to schavis, campuses, the kibbutzim 
(a special missionary targel), and 
the army to counler any missionary 
influence. 

The magnitude of the threat may 
well be open tu dispute, but il seems 
to be no chimera. And the red- 
bearded rabbi of Yeroham seems lo 
be well-qualified for this anti- 
mission mission. o

EVER SINCE the Tel Aviv 
Museum moved into its present 
quarters on King Saul Boulevard, 
the Meyerhof Pavilion, one of the 
building’s four major halls, has 
served as the permanent gallery for 
exhibiting, Israeli art. : 

During the past decade the ex- 
hibits in the Meyerhof have varied 
only slightly both in terms of the 
personalities and the kinds of work 
chosen. Traditionally, emphasis has 
been placed on exposing the 
broadest possible historical and 
stylistic base; on including as many 
paintings and sculptures by as many 
artists as the walls would hold and 
the floor would carry. 

Only occasionally has the 
pavilion been used for'rotating ex- 
hibits — for instance in March 1979, 
when it was turned over to the As- 
sociation of Painters and Sculptors 
who, under the directorship of the 
late Michael Argov, organized “ Ar- 
tists’ Choice," a successful show 
(never repeated) mounted without 
official museum interference. 

Loading a museum gallery is a 
curatorial response to history and 
nol a sensitivity to logic. To con- 
sider the Meyerhof Pavilion a 
repository for historical research is 
an anachronism in this country, for 
the history of Israeli art has yet to 
be written, and if it were attempted 
at this point in time only a few of 
-our artists would have earned inclu- 
sion in the museum's prime public 
oe | Spaces, 


CONSIDERING the alternatives, 
| Mare Scheps, director of the Tel 
Aviv Museum, in honour of the 
Museum's jubilee year, has per- 
sonally rehung the Meyerhof 
: Pavilion and has created a logically 


‘temporary [Sraeli art in its proper 
Perspective. 

Standing on the mezzanine level 
one can scan and quickly ap- 
prehond the large time-zone sec- 
tions in which artists have been 
loosely bunched together.

Now we have Gilbert's cluschwitz, 
which focuses, prinmrily, on the 
progressive ucceplance of the fact 
of these atrocities, the state of 
knowledge at given points in time, 
and the responses tu that knowledge 
of the British und American govern- 
ments, and, ἴα ἃ vertain extent, the 
Allied governments-in-exile in 
London. 

In general, there is nothing 
dramatically new in the book, [ol- 
lowing as it does, the publication of 
The Terrible Secret and of Bernard 
Wasserstein's first-rate Britain and 
the Jews of Europe 1939-1945, which 
appeared in 1979. 

But what is valuable is Gilbert's 
tracing of detail — of how the infor- 
mation trickled out, of its accuracy, 
of how the British and American 
governments and military 
authorities related to that 
knowledge and how they translated, 
or failed to translate it into motives 
for action. Gilbert's work is un in- 
valuable contribution to the study 
of how the world remained silent 
and inactive, permitting the death 
of European Jewry. 

The heroes of the story are the 
handful of men who made it out of 
the univers concentrationnaire, curry- 
ing and disseminating the detuils of 
the terrible secret; Jan Kurski, the 
Polish underground officer who 
twice carried the news (uv the West, 
Rudolf Verba and Alfred Wetzler,

Remarkably, there was no certain 
knowledge, and only occasional 
hints, of the existence and function 
of the Auschwitz death camp com- 
plex, until June 1944, when at last 
ils mame became synonymous 
with mass, organized bestiality and 
genocide, ‘ 

The one major question left by 
Gilbert's book — as by previous 
books on the subject — is the think- 
ing and the actions of the British 
premier regarding the Holocaust. 
Unlike many senior British officials, 
including Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden, Churchill sym- 
pathized with the Jews {and with 
Zionism). 

According to Gilbert, Churchill 
on a number of occasions instructed 
or ordered the cabinet and the 
tilitary to take action against the 
machinery of the death camps. 

Nothing came of these prime 
ministerial orders ~- no bombing οἱ 
the camps, the rail heads or the 
railways running on to death, ever 
took place. 

Not after the allies knew of the 
complex and what was happening, 
not when they were capable of such 
an operation, not even when they 
had bombed targets a few 
kilometres from Auschwitz. 

Churchill's power in war-time 
Britain was enormous, his word 
usually wus luw. Gilbert, who is 
Churchill's official biographer, docs 
not reully explain why Churchill's 
orders und instructions were not in 
this cuse carried oul, or why

Churchill failed to see to it that they 
were acted upon. Even allowing for 
his many other concerns and in- 
volvements during the last two or 
three war-years, it is still a mystery. 

Gilbert is a very goou historian 
and the absence of a bibliography in 
duschwitz is surprising and unfor- 
lunaje. The buok contuins footnotes 
but there are glaring omissions, 
such as the absence of any mention 
of Wasserstein’s Britain. 

Hitess te the Holocaust by Azriel 
Eisenberg vifers almost 650 pages of 
first hadn testimony, by ceyewilness- 
es and those who suffered through 
the destruction of Furopean Jewry 
under Hitler. There are descriptions 
of Germany on the eve of Hitler's 
assumption of power, descriptions 
of Kristallnacht, of deportations, 
death camps, Jewish- revolts, fights 
τὸ Palestine, and the survivors speak 
about how it feels to have 
remained, 

Not all are readable, not all in- 
teresting, but on the whole a 
representative and comprehensive 
selection giving an accurate, inside 
view of how it was. 


THE ROAD TO NUREMBERG isa 
detailed study of the evolution of 
American, and, to a lesser extent, 
British policy during 1944-46 
cegarding the eventual punishmeat 
of the Third Reich's leaders. 

Starting from a “take them out 
and shoot them" approach, the of- 
ficials of the Pentagon, U.S. armed 
services, State Department and 
White House, in often ill- 
coordinated collaboration with 
their British counterparts, slowly 
worked through the legal problems 
and possibilities of the questions of 
who to try, where and for what. 
Eventually, judgement at 
Nuremberg was decided upon. 

Prof. Smith writes clearly, and the 
outline of the developments is 
gencrully interesting. In mid-1944, 
Treasury Secretary Hans 
Morgenthau Jr., a principal 
hardliner when it came to punish- 
ment of the Nazis, recommended the 
deportation from Germany of “his 
whole SS group... hecause you can't 
keep them in concentration camps 
forever.” 

In September, a conference of 
treasury heuds pondered “whut to 
do with children of SS men under 
the age of six, since Morgenthau 
and his aides had alrendy decided 
‘that older children should suffer the 


een ™ 


sume penalties of vontinement and 
prohable banishment that were i 
Stare for their parents.” 

The battle raged for months 
between the assimilated 
Morgenthau, who probably suffered 
from guilt over having done 
nothing. or having been able ta do 
nothing, t save Eurepean lewry, 
and Seeretary of War Stimson, whe 
sysleniuically pressed for reduced 
ans and punishments. 

Finally, there was the big trial, 
und its smaller spin-offs. Of them, 
Smith writes: “..the whale af the 
war crimes policy planning was shot 
Unrough with excess and a failure to” 
avcept reasonable limits. The idea 
that the monstrous atrocity Οἱ 
Nazism and the Second World War 
could. have been brought before a 
court, examined, and judged is, at 
least, very ocd." 

In the end, reality fell fur short of 
planning; far fewer Germans were 
punished, and far less severely, than 
had been originally envisaged.

This however, is not the main 
theme of his Rome ‘44, which 
focuses on Anzio, the Battle of 
Monte Cassino and the push to 
Rome, which the British and 
American armies eventually oc- 
cupied in June. 

The battles of the Anzio heach- 
head and on the stupes of Monte 
Cassino were bitter, prolonged and

MEYER BAI MOND), the son of a 
poor Jewish widow, walks from his 
German village τὰ the town uf Kas- 
sel in the 1430s to take up un ap- 
Prenticeship with a rich and 
cultured sitk merchant. Before tong 
he marries the boss's daughter. 
Their son Ludwig pioneers the 
British chemical industry, and his 
son, Alfred, becomes one of Bri- 
tain’s first Jewish cabinet members, 
founds the giant Imperial Chemical 
Industries (1.C.1.) and ends his life 
as Vistount Melchett.

readers — the utavistic pull of 
Jewishness and especially Zionism 
to two separate generations of this 
very wssimilated family. The anti- 
German mood of wartime England 
and certain anti-Semitic manifesta- 
tions that he encountered in elec- 
tion campaigns brought Alfred 
Mond to a Jewish identification and 
the Balfour Declaration provided 
him with a passionate new cause. 

He now spoke out publicly as a 
Jew for the first time. He visited 
Palestine with Weizmann in 1922; 
he was thrilled with the Aafutzim and 
bought a 50 acre plot on the shores 
of Lake Kinneret where he built Vil- 
la Melchett, to which he dreamt of 
retiring. His new enthusiasm 
aroused no corresponding flicker of 
interest in his wife, to whom he 
wrote "No one who is not a Jew will 
ever be able to understand, for it 
can only be felt.” 

Throughout the 1920s, Mond 
threw himself into Zionist affairs. 
He was president of the British 
Zionist Federation, travelled and 
spoke widely on Zionist matters and 
was une of Weizmann's closest con- 
fidunts.

Brother and sister became di 
involved in Jewish and Zionist af 
fairs. Henry, who was president of 
British Maccabi, wrote a book cal. 
led Thy Neighbour which made o 
considerable impact in the: mid- 
1930s. Its messuge was that Israel is 
its own messiah and that the Jewish 
people will only be saved: from 
within itself. After his conversion, 
he wrote to his friend Randolph 
Churchill: “Up to now I have felt 
more English than Jewish but now 
that the Jewish race is in greater 
danger of annihilation than ever 
before in its history, | cannot help 
throwing in my lot with them. There 
are plenty of people to look’ after 
the English but so few to look after 
the Jews.” 

His career showed many parallels 
with that of his father, both at the 
top of I.C.f. and in Zionism, where 
he was chuirman of the Jewish 
Agency and unofficial negotiator 
between Weizmann and the British 
Government. His sister Eva, 
Marchioness of Reuding, remained 
prominent in Jewish affairs, es- 
pecially in the World Jewish 
Congress, utitil her death in 1973, 


HENRY DIED at the uge of 50 in 
1949, His successor, the third Lord 
Melchett (ulso to die young), was a 
leading member of the British bank- 
ing establishment and best known 
as the chairman of the nationatized 
British steel industry. He was an 
agnostic and an anti-Zionist. 7 
entire family disappeared from ‘the 
Jewish orbit, a classic case of .as- 
siinilation. 2

- THE Mediterranean is the cradle 
" Ane civilization, the Carib- 
bean is its lumber room. ; 

Jerusalem, Athens and Rome laid 
the foundations for the European 
civilization which, 10 to 15 centuries 
alter their decline, began to strain 
and reach outwards, subjugating 
much of the rest of the globe. 

Columbus’ first landfall was on 
the island of Hispaniola, nowadays 
divided belween the Dominican 
Republic and Haiti, former Spanish 
and French possessions, respective- 
ly, But the explorers and con- 
quistadores soon ventured into the 


mainland, north and south, and es- - 


tablished vast colonies which even- 
tually dwarfed and outgrew their 
mother lands. 

The Caribbean islands, easily 
conquered and colonized, remained 
minor possessions, green and plea- 
sant lands, amply watered from 
above and below, refreshed by the 
trade winds. 

Their strategic location as the 
gateway lo Central and South 
America made them more impor- 
tant than their land area would war- 
rant, and the sparse aboriginal 
population,— mostly Carib Indians, 
sometimes fierce and very primitive 
— was easily overcome. The litle 
blue-green gems rising out of the 
shallow sea attracted those Euro- 
pean selilers who wanted to reap 
benefits from the New World 
without risking the dangers that 
lurked in the great mainland 
colonies, which offered more glit- 
lering prizes to bolder colonists, 

There was, however, one serious 
drawback: the absence of labour 
force, The Indians, fierce or mild, 
would simply not knuckle down to 
Plantation work, They died like flies 
— whether of diseases introduced 
by the Europeans, or simply of the 
loss of the will to live. 

To solve the problem, the Euro- 
peans launched another grand 
enterprise — the enslavement and 
shipment of millions of Africans to 


- the New World. The Africans, too, 


were inclined to die rather rendily 
~one third generally died en route 
from Africa, during the so-called 
‘Middle Passage", and the sur- 
vivorg Were known, upon arrival, Lo 
walk in droves into the alien sea, 
and drown, 

But enough of them lived on, and 
Worked, and these became the 
Source of many a European fortune. 
The population of the Caribbean 
colonies became a strange mixture,

by dreams of easy riches; a rapidly 
incrensing “coloured community, 
consisting of the children of black

Amorphous, becnruse almost 
nothing remained to them of their 
original cultures, They had been 
torn piecemeal from scores of 
different African tribes, and their 
common Innguage was a debased 
form of their masters’ language, just 
us their original unimistic beliefs 
gave way to a debased form of 
Christianity, Catholic or Protestant, 

Only one cultural possession 
remained to them, because it could 
be transported everywhere and re- 
quired no verbal eomniunication — 
their native music. The effects of its 
successful transplantation from 
Africa to the New World are felt 
everywhere today. 


TODAY THE Caribbean is in some 
ways the reverse of the Mediterra- 


nean, Where we, who live around 
this sea, still draw much of our 
cullural nourishment — and cer- 
tainly our sense of identity — frony 
the ancient heritage of this region, 
those who inhabit the islands of the 
Caribbean and its southern littoral 
are painfully conscious of living on 
the flotsam and jetsam of civiliza- 
tions on which they can make no 
claim. This feeling is especially 
acute in the former French and 
British colonies, and to a lesser 
degree in the Spanish-speaking 
lands, which together are vast and 
populous enough to have creuled a 
new entily with its own sense of 
identily. But it is shared, to some 
extent, even by America’s blacks, 
and James Baldwin expressed it 
most arliculately in The Fire Next 
Tine, 

Haiti is by far the worst off of the 
former European colonies in ths 
Caribbean. Economically it 15 the 
poorest and most depressed of them 
all. Socially and politically it is the 
most retarded. Compared with 
Haiti, Trinidad is a paradise with all 
modern conveniences. ᾿ 

Even, the Dominican Republic, 
Haiti's partner in the island, is far 
more developed, economically, 
socially and politically. Yet Haiti 


-was the first Caribbean colony to at- 


tain Independence, having won it 
following — and to some extent, 
due to — the French Revolution. [8 
history is unique in the region, and 


its fate (he most tragic in this 
profoundly tragic part of tne world. 


DR. MEIR PATL, a foriner colonel 
in the Israch Army, a historian by 
training, und one ol the leaders of 
Sheli, has recently published a short 
study of the Haitian revolution. 
Subtitled “The Revolt of the Black 
Slaves in St. Domingue-Haiti, 
Under the Leadership of Toussaint. 
Louverture, 1789-1804", it analyzes 
the social, political and economic 
conditions in the istand prior to the 
revolt, and the events which led up 
to the establishment of the Republic 
of Haiti. 

Most important, he analyzes the 
connection between the events in 
Paris and those in the remote island 
whose fortunes were so intimately 
bound with them. It is, above all, a 
tale of betrayals. While the in- 
lerests of the French planters coin- 
cided with those of the 
revolutionary government in Paris, 
only the most extreme Jacobins 
were willing to enforce the ideology 
of the universal brotherhood of 
man, and these soon fost the day, 

The British, eager to embarrass 
French interests in the New World, 
und add to their own possessions, 
took the opportunily to invade the 
island. The Spaniards were not slow 
to jump on the bandwagon, too. 

The rebellious slaves found 
themselves contending not only 
against their masters, but wguinst 
additional outside forces, deter- 


mined to preserve slavery in the * 


Tegion, as well as against the 
“coloured” community, which 
sometimes supported the rebels but 
most often compromised with the 
whites, of whatever nationality, 


IT IS also a tale of fantastic 
heroism, and the figure of Toussaint 
— ἃ former slave, self-taught, intcl- 


-ligent, generous and clear-headed, 


emerges in this study with 
remarkable clarity, In 1801 he’ 
became the President of St. 
Domingue, as the country was then 
called, ruling over a mixed and free 
population. His faith in 
revolutionary France was naive, 
and he never doubted that the 
solemn decrees and promises made 
to his black people would 
henceforth be kept by ony French 
governmenl Bonaparte planned 
otherwise. In 1802: his forces 
managed 10 entrap Toussaint by a 
ruse, capture him and exile him to 
France, where he died in miserable 
captivity ning months later, 

Then began the atlempt lo 
restore slavery, causing the final 
revolt in which rivers of blood 


streamed ail over Haiti. It ended in 
the victory ef the blacks, the depar- 
lure al the whiles, and the casting 
adrift of the ersuwhile colony, It has 
net recovered te (his day, having ne 
malural resources of any kind, nue 
capital with which to build up even 
a viable rural economy, und — to 
put it plainly — a crushed soul. 

Though this short study cannot 
compare in scope and depth with 
the now classi¢ “The Blick 
Ancobins’’ by the Trinidud-born 
scholar C.L.R. James, it has this ad- 
vantage over it, that the picture it 
draws is clear and succinct, without 
losing any of the essential compo- 
nents of the story. 

* We, who have been brought up 
on the history of the Hasmnonesns* 
successful revolt agninst Hellenistic 
Syria, and the catastrophic one 
against Rome, can find, as in a dis- 
tant mirror, some familiar clements 
in the story of Haiti’s revolution, 
Yet it is precisely where the 
similuritics end and the differences 
begin that the real tragedy lies. 

{1 our century it was in the Curib- 
beun islands that the message of 
Negritude was born, which liter in- 
spired Africa's young leadership. Its 
earliest spokesman was Marcus 
Garvey, the Jamaican-born prophet 
of “Black Zionism" and founder of 
the still-born Black Star Line, which 
was to lake the blacks from the New 
World back to Africa. 

Later came the French-A niillean 
writers und poets, such as Aimé 
Césaire and Jacques Roumain, who 
dircetly influenced the rising 
African intelligentsia. Still later, 
Caribbean art and fiteralure con- 
sciously and deliberately set out to 
seek its roots in Africa, trying to fill 
the brittle, empty shells of Euro- 
pean culture in which they had lived 
with an authentic content of their 
own. 

In Haiti the process has been less 
self-conscious, because the depar- 
ture of the Europeans at a relatively 
early stage enabled the bluck in- 
habitants to retain their African 
memories belter than elsewhere, 

To this day Haiti is the principal 
supplicr of voodoo expertise in the 
Caribbean. ᾿ 

But the tragedy remains, and it 
is — as a Jamaican Rastafarian 
cultist once said to me, the tragedy 
of being doubly orphaned, ~ 

Having lost its African mother, 
and never having known its Euro- 
pean father, the Caribbeun world 
remains in limbo, and though it is 
nowhere as physically catastrophic 
as in Haiti, there is everywhere a 
sense of endless, unussunged long- 
ing for something lost. Π
